i. JOTs would be used primarily in the Editorial Division in 
positions requiring college majors in economics, sociology, and 
political science. JOTs with geography and/or geology backgrounds 
could also r e used. A second possibility lies in the area specialist 
positions in the Regional Division. Use of JOTs in this Division 
would depend, of course, upon the JOT’S background, training, and 
interest in area specialisation (as opposed to the functional specialisa- 
tion of Editorial Division positions).
